London, January 27.—Parliament 
was prorogued today until February 
15. In the prorogation King George 
said: 

“We shall not lay down our arms un- 
til we have vindicated the cause which 
carries with it the future of civiliza- 
tion.”

Theory That He Sent the Box to S. S. McMillen, of Commission Will Ask 8 
Mowery Branch, His Former Father-in-Law. 


A mysterious box, with a hidden 
spring that would release a b 
needle, is now under investigation by 
the United States postoffice sauthori- 
tles. 

The box has been placed in the hands 
of a chemist, who will analyze the 
needle to ascertain if it is poisoned. 

In the meantime the postoffice- in- 
spectors are seeking the man whom 
they believe sent the box through the 
mails. If he is arrested and the needle 
is found to be coated with poison, 
there may follow one of the most sen- 
sational cases that has ever come to 
the attention of the postoffice author- 
ities in Atlanta, 

The man under suspicion of sending. 
the box through the mails is said to 
be Paul Carter, whose home was for- 
merly near Gainesville, and who is be- 
lieved to be at present in Atlanta. Post- 
office Inspector Graham made a search 
for Carter Tuesdgy, but up to a late 
hour last night had failed to find 
him. 

Hew Box Was Malled. 

The box was mailed from Atlanta to 
Gainesville for S. S. MoMillen, of Flow- 
ery Branch, near Gainesville. McMil- 
len is the father of Carters divorced 
wife, who is now in Jacksonville, Fla. 
After separating from her husband, 
Mrs. Carter resumed her maiden name. 

Ever since husband and wife parted 
there has been a bitter feud between 


Carter and ModMillen, it is said, and 
when McMillen received the suspicious- 


looking - ben he turned it over to Ben- 
jamin B. Landrews, revenue officer at 
Gainesville, who gave it to the assist 
ant postmaster. — 

As nobody wanted to open it, the 
box was handed to Will Summers, a 
mechanic at Gainesville, and Summers 
decHned to pry into the contents. 

Finally the box was sent to the post- 
office inspectors at Atlanta, who im- 
mediately went to work on the case 
and who are still trying to fathom the 
mystery. 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, city chemist, 
received the box Thursday from the 
postoffice inspector, with instructons 
to analyze the needle which appeared 
to have been coated with some kind of 
a chemical. 

Mechanism of the Box, 

The arrangement of the mechanism 
of the box was such that a person who 
tried to open it would release a con- 
cealed spring which would cause a 
barb needle to dart out and pierce 
the thumb with such force that the 
nee “could: only pe withdrawn by 
lacerating the flesh.” If such a needle 
was covered with @ deadly poison it 
would probably inflict a fatal wound. 

It is not positively known that Car- 
ter sent the box through the mall, and 
yet it remains to be proven that the 
needle was poisoned. 

If Carter was the sender of the box 
he may have done it for the purpose of 
frightening his foe. 

As the case now stands, the post- 
office inspectors believe that an at- 
tempt was made to commit a very 
novel crime, but by whom they cannot 
yet say. 


MILITARY COURSE 
MAY BE INSTALLED 
en ScHOOLS 


Commissioner Key Leads 
‘Movement to Secure In- 
strictor From Regular 


With a view of training the boys of 
Atlanta along military lines, so that 
they may fight in defense of their 
country, should there ever be need of 
their services, the board of education 
yesterday afternoon decided to investi- 
gate the advisability of installing a 
military course in the high schools, 

Efforts will be made between now 
and the time of the next meeting to 
apcertain whether it will de possible 
for the schools to secure from the 
war department or the state militia a 
military instructor tzhould a military 
course be provided for the training of 
the boys of the high schools. 

Commissioner Key introduced the 
motion, declaring that the spirit of 
preparedness is sweeping over the 
country, and Atlanta would do well 
to begin the training of its school 
boys, the future citizens of the city, 
who would be called upon for service 
should the United States find it nec- 
essary to resoft to the use of force. 

Urges Military Training. 

“Regardless of whether the boys ever 
see any actual fighting,” said Mr. Key, 
Jam a strong supporter of military 
training and discipline. I have thought 
this matter over some time and have 
discussed it with some of the members 
of the board, who have assured me 
that their views are similar to mine. 

“It is my belief that Atlanta can 
secure from the national or the state 
government a competent supervisor of 
the military department. If we can 
do so, we certainly ought to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity as soon as 
possible. I move that the supervisor 
of the high schools suggest a” plan 
at the next meeting, pending which he 
can find out just what help may be ob- 
tained from the state or the nation.” 

Mr. Key’s motion was unanimously 
adopted and the supervisor will be- 
Zin at once the task that has been 
assigned to him. 

A recommendation that no teacher 
employed in the public schools be al- 
lowed to teach in a vacation school for 
a period of time longer than ten weeks 
was adopted. 

Pay Taxes or Lese Job. 

The president of the board was in- 
structed to take up with a committee 
ot council the matter of the Payment 
of city taxes by teachers, & commu- 
nication from the committee stating 
that there are many teachers who have 
not paid their taxes. The superintend- 
ent was instructed in the latter to 
discharge those who do not pay their 
taxes immediately, it being explained 
that the committee has been given 
authority to issue such instructions in 
an order recently passed by council. 

Discussion among the board members 
developed the fact that it is the opin- 
ign of a number of the committeemen 
that many names are on the list of al- 
leged delinquents sent to the superin- 
tendent by the special council commit- 
tee, who are not lable for taxes. This 
is especially true, it ig believed, in 
the cases of women whose names ap- 
pear on the list. It was declared that 
in many instances these women have 
no property other than jewelry, which 
is returned for taxation by other mem 
bers of their families.

DR: MOHR AND WIFE 


Physician Tried to Have the 
Parson Unfrocked After 
She Told of Affair, Says

Providence, R. I., January 27.—The 
first serious break in the marital re- 
lations of the late Dr. C. Franklin 
Mohr and his wife, Elizabeth F. Mohr, 
who is charged with having hired two 
negroes to kill him, occurred at the 
time she told her husband of her 
friendship for a man named Samuel A. 
McDougall, now a minister in Pictou, 
Nova Scotia. This statement was elic- 
ited from Mrs. Mohr during a severe 
cross-examination this afternoon by 
Attorney General Rice. Step by step 
the prosecuting attorney brought out 
the details of Mrs. Mohr’s life. Oc- 
casionally during the examination she 
seamed confused as to dates and facts 
given in her direct testimony and sev- 
eral times broke down and sobbed. 

It was in 1912, she said, that she 
first told Dr. Mohr about McDougall. 
The doctor, she admitted, was incensed 
and went to Nova Scotia to try to have 
the minister unfrocked. The attorney 
general reminded her that in her direct 
testimony she said that her husband 
had gone “to the provinces to see a 
friend.” 

She Preferred Minister. 

„The doctor was under the influence 
of drugs,” said Mrs. Mohr. He asked 
me if I preferred McDougall to him 
and I told him that the way he was 
acting I thought McDougall would 
have been better, as he didn’t touch 
liquor.” 

At the time she met - McDougall, 
Mrs. Mohr said, she was known as 
Elizabeth Blair. She denied that she 
told the doctor that she had left Provi- 
dence to go to Boston because of no- 
toriety caused by her friendship with 
McDougall. She could not keep com- 
pany with McDougall, she said, because 
the differences in their religious be- 
liefs made it impossible for her to be- 
come a minister's wife. 

It was at about the time she told the 
doctor about McDougall, the attorney 
general brought out, that Mrs. Mohr 
and her husband had a disagreement 
and that he began to correspond with 
Miss Emily Burger, who later became 
his secretary and who was seriously 
wounded at the time the doctor bab 
killed. 

Mrs: Mohr admitted that “she was 
fooled” about her first marriage with 
the doctor in Brooklyn, but that she 
relied on the word of the doctor and 
took no other precautions; 

She denied that she had lived with 
the doctor a year and a half before 
their marriage. When the doctor told 
her, she said, that she would have

the reports of the national industrial 
relations corm ieajon. Mr. Marquardt 
said: é‘ 
‘The moneyed interests have brought 
prevent the publication of the reports 
tives of the people at Washington toa 
prvent the publication of the reports 
on causes of social unrest in industrial 
relations throughout the nation. Those 
reports show up in true style the op- 
pression by the money classes, and are 
a true testimonial of labor’s just claim 
for better wages and living condi- 
tions.“ 

The report of the ssduatrial relations 

commission was completed last August 
after the investigation had lasted for 
three years. The national industrial 
relations committee was then appoint- 
ed to complete the work, and is’ now 
at work in Washington seeking to get 
the three volumes of the report print- 
ed and distributed by congress. 
The executive committee of the lecal 
federation of trades has been appointed 
as the permanent Atlanta industrial re- 
lations committee.

Judge Holden, special counsel for the 
defendant, completed his argument, | 
laying down the proposition that what- 
ever rights the petitioners for incor- 
‘poration may have had prior to the 
recent session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture, were destroyed by the act of 19156, 
which provided that the secretary of 
state should not grant any charter. for 
the construction or operation.of a line 
of railroad which would parallel the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad com- 
pany, owned by the state. 

Cliferd Walker’s Argument. 

Upon the conclusion of the argument 
of Judge Holden, Clifford Walker, at- 
torney general, presented an argument 
to the court, stressing all of the de- 
fenses enymerated in the answer filed 
by the secretary of state, urging the 
duty of the court in cases of doubt to 
so construe the act of 1915 as to main- 
tain its constitutionality, and reiterat - 
ing the position of counsel for the de- 
fendant that the rights of the peti- 
tioners to obtain the charter from the 
secretary of state were repealed by the 


act of 1915. * 

Mr. Walker was follawed by Assist- 
ant Attorney General Mark Bolding, 
who stressed the contentions urged by 
Judge Holden and the attorney general 
and who urged upon the court the ad- 
ditional contention that the act of 1915 
was constitutional, and that it was not 
subject to the- objection of a special 
act varying a general law, because the 


subject matter of the act in question 
was the preservation of the property of 
the state, and that all laws involving 
state property. must be construed as 
general laws in contradistinction to 
special acts. 

The assistant attorney general cited 
cases from New York and New Jersey, 
with reference to harbor regulations, 
and tidewater rights, which apparently 
affected only local conditions, but which 
had been declared to be general laws 
in their nature, because controlling 
property rights in which the entire 
public were interested 

Applying these authorities to the 
pending case, he argued that the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad belonged to 
the state of Georgia, and. constituted 
property in which every citizen of the 
state had an interest, on which account 
any law relating to the state road, re- 
gardless of its apparent terms and pro- 
rma must be construed as a general 
aw. 

Supports Mandamus Petition. 

Upon the conclusion of the argument 
fof the assistant attorney general, P. H. 
Brewster; of counsel for the plaintiffs, 


addressed the court in support of the 


petition for mandamus. 

Colonel Brewster contended that the 
right of the petitioners for incorpora- 
tion and the duty of the secretary of 
state to grant the charter applied for 
were conferred by the constitution of 
Georgia, supplemented by general laws 
applicable to all persons in common who 

might comply with the conditions 
precedent to incorporation established 

y the laws of the state, and that hav- 
ing complied with such conditions 
precedent, as admitted by the defend- 
ant, their rights were complete and the 
right of mandamus granted by the court 
should be made absolute. 

He cited authorities in support of his 
contention that no general law of Geor- 
gia can be effected by special legisla- 
tion, because such special laws, if mere- 
ly confirmatory of the general laws, 
were merely superfluous and unneces- 
sary, and if in conflict with the general 
law, they must fall, because of contra- 
vention with the state constitution. 

Replying to the contention of defend- 
ant’s counsel that laws relating to pub- 
lic property were general and not spe- 
cial laws, he argued that this rule ap- 
plied only to laws relating to govern- 
imental functions of the state; and had 
no application to mere property owned 
by the state, used in competition. with 
the property of other citizens, and not 
necessary for the exercise of the powers 

of state sovereignty. 


Assails Validity of Act. 


Colonel Brewster assailed the validity 
of the act of 1915, pg ce the con- 
struction and operation of railway lines 
parallel to the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, asserting that the state road; 
by the admission of defedant's answer, 
was a common carrier, engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, and coul not be 
used either by its lessees or by the state 
to lessen competition or to create a 
monopoly, without violating the terms

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Secretary of Health Board 
Should Be a Full-Time Officer 


> Editor Constitution: So far as I have 
been able to learn from talking with promi- 
nent physicians, health officers, legislators 
and others, the general opinion is that the 
secretary of the state board of health should 
devote his entire time to the important 
duties of bis office, instead of giving only 
two hours a day to them as at present. 
Nothing less than a full-time officer will | 
be satisfactory. And, besides, the scope of 
the work of the beard should be broadened. 
Laboratory work is all right as far ag it 
goes, but laboratory work is only a small 
part of the work that the board of health, 
through its officens, should do. Whatever 
benefits may be derived from modern ideas 
of public sanitation (and they are many) 
should be carried to the small towns and 
the rural population as well as to the cities, ' 
eo that all the people may be interested in 
and instructed in the very important matter 
of health conservation. 

The vital statistics law should be put in 
operation. Why has it not been? One rea- 
son is that nobody appeared before the ap- 
propriation committee of legislature last 
summer to ask for funds to put this law 
into effect. The general impression is that 
the officers of the board of health do not 
favor the enforcement of this law. Wheth- 
er this impression is true or not, I cannot 
say, but the legislature will hesitate to vote 
money for this purpose as long as the officers | 
of the board maintain an unfriendly attitude 
toward this measure. 

It has been suggested that to get a com- 
petent man who will give his entire time 
to the duties of the office will require a salary 
of $5,000 or $6,000. This is sheer nonsense, 
Lknow right now where I could get a com- 
petent man for $3,000. North Carolina pays 
Dr. Rankin $3,600, and there is not a better 
health officer in the south today than Dr. 
Rankin. He is “doing things” for the people 
of North Carolina. And I could mention 
others. : 

I have confidence in the gentlemen who 
compose .the state board of health. I be- 
lieve they want to do the best thing for the 
people, who pay ‘the bills. And I believe 


the people want a full-time health officer, 


and at a reasonable salary.
